BOARD IS POWERLESS 
TO REMEDY SITUATION, 


Leaders of Various Or- 

' ganizations and Promi- 
nent Citizens Invited to 
Consider Plan to Submit 
to People. 


Declaring that the immediate need 
for more adequate school buildings 
and other imperative improvements 
in the Atlanta school system and 
the lack of funds to meet them has 
developed a situation that is criti- 
cal, F. E. Winburn, president of the 
board of education, on Monday di- 
rected letters to the mayor, the 
finance committee, the presidents 
of the city’s civic and industrial 


organizations, vas. sSeesociations 
and to the memteieePn, legisla-. 
ture from Fulton county, inviting 
them to a meéeting which will be 
held at the chamber of commerce 
next Friday night at 8 o’clock, when 
a4 plan to submit to the public for 


bettering the Situation will be dis- 
cussed. 

“It is imperative that funds be 
obtained immediately for providing 
adequate school buildings for the 
children of Atlanta,” says President 
Winburn. “The board of education 
is powerless to meet the issue with- 
out the co-operation and support of 
the people. We cannot afford to 
wait longer. Atlanta people must 
be willing to make a sacrifice for 
their children. iti 

High Schools Thiadequate. 

Enumerating some of the urgent 
changes and improvements that are | 
necessary to ‘modernize the system 
to meet the educational demands of 


“Our high: schools. te. wholly in- 
adequate at present.and, betoming 
more so aS edeh yeur passes and 
the city grows. : 

“Additional elementary schools 
are needed in several sections of the 
city. Some of the older buildings 
cannot be properly heated, and on 
this account thé health of our chil- 
dren and teachers is frequently 


impaired, 

“The negro schools are only suf- 
ficient to accommodate one-half of 
the colored children of school age 
in the city. They are not provided 
with any high school or industrial 
training. We need to restore the 
eighth grade and to establish junior 
high schools for the entire system. 


Not Making Them Comfortable. 


“We have a splendid corps of 
teachers who are doing excellent 
work, but we are not giving them 
modern equipment with which to 
work, nor are we making them 
comfortable while they work.”

Howat Denounces

Imprisoned Labor Leader 
Is Allowed to Make 
Speech by the Sheriff. 


der Howat, head of the Kansas Coal 
Miners’ union, speaking by permis- 
sion of the sheriff of Crawford 
county, denounced Governor Allen, 
of Kansas, as a .“skunk of a, gov- 
ernor,” before a crowd of several 
thousand persons, mostly miners 
and their wives, gathered in front 
of the jail here today. Howat is 
in jail in contempt of court for re- 
\ fu ing to testify’ before the state 
industrial court. 

Howat spoke for an hour from a 
balcony of the jail. He was repeat- 
edly cheered by the crowd, which 
had mobilized two or three miles 
out of the town, and marched in, 
following’ a band and carrying 
American flags and banners. After 
marching around the © courthouse 
square, the friends of Howat gath- 
ered in front of the’ jail. 

“We won't recognize this court,” 
Howat said, referring to the court 
of industrial relations, before which 
he had refused to appear as a wit- 
ness. “It is composed of three cor- 
poration lawyers appointed by thai 
skuak of a governor, Allen.” 

Howat denounced over and over 
in the most bitter terms he could 
command the governor and the 1lég- 
islature which enacted the law. 

Howat also paid his respects to 

Judge Andrew J. Curran, of the 
Crawford county district court, who 
sentenced,him to jail for contempt. 
Judge Curran had been referred to 
in a newspaper story as a sturdy 
American. 
. “They talk about sturdy Ameri- 
cans,” Howat said. “Sturdy Ameri- 
cans who send men to jail who have 
committed no crime. The men ind 
the women-are going to attend to 
these sturdy Americans when they 
get the opportunity.”

The attorney general said that he 
was confident that ‘the Georgia elec- 
torate would demonstrate at the 
polls in the primary on April 20 
that “there is no room for demo- 
cratic insurgency in Georgia.” 

“I was gratified to find during 
my visit to Georgia,” said the at- 
torney general, “that Georgia demo- 
crats*are strongly behind the record 
of the administration, made during 
its eight years of unparalleled 
achievement in conducting the af- 
fairs of the natfon. The democracy 
of Georgia is too well founded and 
too well proven to allow itself to 
‘be led off into insurgency against 
&@ party which has won so much 
for the country. |

French Troops Are to Be 
Withdrawn From Neu- 
tral Zone as Soon.as the 
German Forces Leave. 


London, April 12.—The latest

The text of the note, which was 
handed to the Earl of Derby, Brit- 
ish ambassador at Paris, yesterday 
evening for transmission here, has 
not yet been made public in London. 
It is said, however, that the com- 
munication is couched in concilia- 
tory terms and should tend largely 
to alleviate the gravity of the situ- 
ation. 

The solidarity of the entente is 
emphasized in the French communi- 
cation. In British official circles 
the apinion. was. expressed today 
that all the dangers with which the 
Situation was fraught had definite- 
ly been dispelled. 

The formal French reply was re- 
ceived at the foreign office here 
at 1 o’clock this morning. It was 
discussed at a cabinet meeting in 
Downing street, at which Andrew 
Bonar Law, the government leader 
and representative of Premier 
Lloyd-George during the iatter’s 
absence from London, presided. 

Necessity for Agreement. 

Both France and Great Britain 
are increasingly convinced of the 
necessity of keeping in agreement 
for the settlement of the questions 
regarding Germany and those af- 
fecting other parts of the world, 
Andrew Bonar Law, the govern- 
ment leader, told the house of coms 
mons today. 

Answerin uestions with regard 
to the Anglo-French situation, Mr. 
Bonar Law said: 

“As the house is aware, a differ- 
ence, whfch his majesty’s govern- 
ment greatly deplores, has arisen 
between the Bpitish and French 
governments, but the exchange of 
notes which has taken place be- 
tween London and Paris justifies 
the belief that both governments 
recognize more than eevr the nea 
cessity of maintaining an intima 
cordial agreement in the settlemé 
of the great questions now confror 
i them in Germany and elsewhei e. 

“The approathing conference of 
the heads of the allied governments 
will no doubt serve to-confrim and 
consolidate the complete under- 
standing between the two govern- 
ments. In these circumstances, I 
venture to suggest that it would be 
er undesirable to have any dis- 
cussion on the subject, either in 
debate .or by way of question and 
answer.

Washington, April 12.—After re- 
publican leaders had denounced and 
democrats had upheld the govern- 
ment system of . building -army 


camps in the rush days of war, the 
house made ready today for a fight 
tomorrow on two proposgls for deal- 
ing with persons allege@ to have 
reaped rich profits out: of dlleged 
extravagance and waste. 

Along,with the investigating com- 
mitteg’s report attacking the meth- 
ods of construction, the republican 
majority presented a resolution di- 
recting that evidence obtained dur- 
ing*the nine months’ investigation 
be turned over to the attorney gen- 
eral with the request that he insti- 
tute commercial and civil proceed- 
ings. The democrats countered with 
a substitute resolution propesing to 
instruct the committee to name per- 
sons, firms and corporations “which 
should be investigated by the at- 
torney general” before directing 
that official to proceed. 

When the house quit work tonight 
debate on the majority and minority 
reports had not reacHed an ena. 
The principal speeches were made 
by Representative McCulloch, repub- 
lican, Ohio, signing the majority, 
and Representative Doremus, dem- 
ocrat, Michigan, author of the mi- 
nority statement. 

Speeches Far Apart. 

Like the opposing reports, the 
speeches were far apart. .Represent- 
ative McCulloch declared that the 
cry “We won the war” 


while Representative Doremus as-

Chamber of Commerce 


(From The Savannah News.} 
Mills B. Lane, president of the 


Citizens and Southern bank, has 
Been invited to assist in the organ- 
ization of the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which is to be 
formed at a meeting in Paris the 
week of June 21. - 

The plan to create the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, spon-

: This Veteran Editor,

William FE. Arnaud, prominent 
Atlanta attorney, was indorsed for 
the position of judge of the juve- 
niel court, to be filled upon the re- 
tirement of Judge W? W. Tindall, by 
the Atlanta Central Council of So- 
cial Agencies, at their meeting on 
Monday afternoon. 

The session of the various repre- 
sentatives. of Atlanta’s civic and 
social organizations was also fea- 
tured by an address by Judge J. H. 
Ricks, of the juvenile court of 
Richmond, Va. ; 

Judge Ricks pointed out many of 
the details of administration which 
have worked toward the success of 
the court in Richmond, and gave a 
brief resume of the requirements of 
a juvenile court which would in- 
sure its satisfactory and beneficial 
operation. 


Essential Features. 


Several essential features, as out- 
lined in a recent federal report on 
the various juvenile courts of the 
United States were given by the 
Virginia jurist as follows: 

1, A separate hearing on children’s 
cases, so that they may not be sub- 
ject sometimes to the malign influ<- 
ence of appearance in open court 
with adult criminals. 

2. Hearings on children’s cases as 
privately as possible, so that the 
state may take the attitude of wili- 
ingness to assist the child, rather 
than a desire to prosecute and 
punish. . 

3. Summons to the parents of 
ct 4ren asking that they bring the 
off paxting children to court, rather 
than locking the children in jails. 

4. In necessary detention § in- 
stances, a separate detention quar- 
ters for children, so that they may 
not be put in contact with adult 
criminals. 

5. A probation system which will 
give every child a fair chance, and 
will allow a thorough investigation 
in to the home life of the ghild, 
and will provide for advisory care 
after appearance in eourt. ¥ 

The last point emphasized as es- 
sentfal by Judge Ricks” was the 
establishment of a psythopathic 
clinic,where children may be brought 
for mental and physical examina- 
tion, and, if thought necessary or 
advisable, given proper medical 
treatment.
